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Joint Study Session 
Ponders Local Future

The City Council, Planning Commission, and Gen¬ 
eral Plan Steering Committee held a joint study session 
last Tuesday evening at the Senior Center to discuss Si¬ 
erra Madre’s future. Specifically, they addressed the 
Housing Element of the General Plan. The state man¬ 
dates seven elements in a General Plan. Steering Com¬ 
mittee Chair Doug Hayes commented Thursday after¬ 
noon that Sierra Madre will definitely have its seven 
elements in place, and perhaps even more. “This will be 
a very thorough document compared to other cities by 
the time we are done,” he said. The state deadline for the 
General Plan’s completion is June 1996. (A two-year 
extension was granted in June 1994.) 

In order for the General Plan to be true and compre¬ 
hensive, however, extensive research and citizen input 
are required. Three town meetings have been called, and 
Tuesday’s session marked the beginning of what prom¬ 
ises to be a long stretch of meetings closely examining 
the individual elements of the plan. As always, the pub¬ 
lic is invited to participate in these hearings, which are 
open to all. Unfortunately, this session was attended by 
only 15 people. ‘This isn’t a real hot ticket item,” Hayes 
noted, but he is hopeful that anendance will increase as 
citizens become more aware of what is happening. 

The state 6f California requires that a city “make a 
diligent effort...to involve significant elements of the 
community” when drafting the housing element of a 
General Plan, said Anne McIntosh, Director of Devel¬ 
opment Services for Sierra Madre, reading from the of¬ 
ficial guidelines. The Planning Commission and City 
Council are each required to conduct hearings, though

Older American of Year

American of the Year. Chairman Elaine said, “It was a 
very difficult decision for the Commission as there are 
so many outstanding older Americans in Sierra Madre.” 

Native-born Californian Celeste moved to Sierra 
Madre from Redondo Beach in 1928, which her parents 
chose due to her mother’s tuberculosis. Sierra Madre was 
noted for its healthy climate. Living in the Rice House 
on Highland, Celeste enjoyed studying at Sierra Madre 
Grammar School. 

After her mother’s death in 1929, the family moved 
to South Pasadena. Celeste started on the road to fame 
when she was chosen to be a Rose Princess. Her Pasa¬ 
dena Junior College work included a language major and 
a love of singing, which is still found today. Many or¬ 
ganizations are charmed as Celeste sings the latest popu¬ 
lar tunes at their meetings. 

In 1938, Celeste returned to Sierra Madre as the bride 
of Harrison McKellar “Mac” Baines. They had two sons: 
Harrison “Mac” Jr. and William H., both educated at As¬ 
cension Parish Day School. “I have probably two of the 
most wonderful sons a mother can have,” Celeste de¬ 
clares lovingly. The family lived for 13 years at 97 E. 
Highland; Celeste’s mother-in-law lived in their guest 
house.

Councilman Gary Adams 
spoke for the entire council when he said, “Maryann has 
done an excellent job.” 

A proclamation was issued recognizing April as 
Earthquake Preparedness Month.

Plastics Made Clear 

Plastic: so everywhere, so everyday, and so surpris¬ 
ingly unrecycled. And so abused in the recycling pro¬ 
cess, at such expense. According to the plastics indus¬ 
try, only about six and a half percent of plastic packag¬ 
ing (mostly number I and number 2) was recycled in 
1992. The rest is rarely reused—at least at this time. 

Number 3, polyvinyl chloride (aka PVC), typically 
used for flooring, siding, garden hoses, and pipes, is 
chemically contaminated and therefore not recycled. 
PVC also destroys the recyclability of number 1. Num¬ 
ber 4, low density polyethylene (LDPE), used in plastic 
films (e.g., dry cleaning and grocery produce bags), is 
difficult to recycle. The material must be clean and dry 
to be filtered through a very fine, easily clogged mesh. 
(Ask at your local supermarket if they really recycle 
those bags.) Number 5, polypropylene (PP)—used in 
some personal care and household product packaging— 
does not accumulate enough to be recycled. Number 6, 
polystyrene (PS)—food packing, usually in the form of 
styrofoam—is recyclable only if kept separate from 
“look-alikes” and only if clean. Number 7 includes all 
remaining resins as well as layered, laminated materi¬ 
als; these contaminate recyclable plastics when mixed 
together. 

Remember that plastic does not biodegrade. Even if 
recycled, it eventually ends up in landfill as trash. In 
addition, plastic is expensive to haul: great volume, little 
weight. Then look on the work—if you care to—and the 
cost of sorting through all the unsightly and dangerous 
materials unnecessarily sent to the collection centers, and 
despair. If as an informed community we provide the 
industry with only usable plastic, we will save ourselves 
money and support the recycling process.

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Terrorism the Topic at Kiwanis Meeting ^ 


At Tuesday afternoon’s 
Kiwanis meeting at the 
Masonic Lodge, the usual 
tasty lunch was followed 
by a somewhat unusual 
topic: terrorism. A group 
of 20 listened as former 
vice president Irshad Ul- 
Haque (he now belongs to 
the Glendale Kiwanis) dis¬ 
cussed a recent trip to his 
native Pakistan and cir¬ 
cumstances there that he 
believes are the root cause 
of international terrorism. 

Haque came to 
America as a young boy, 
and has earned a life of re¬ 
spect and success. Two 
weeks ago he was in Paki¬ 
stan for the wedding of his 
niece. The original plan 
had been for Haque’s en¬ 
tire family to attend, but 
after two American Em¬ 
bassy employees were 
killed by terrorists, the 
State Department warned 
against the plan. So Haque 


traveled alone. 

He briefly outlined the 
war between Afghanistan 
and Pakistan (in the 1980s) 
and the well-documented 
10-year channel through 
Pakistan for money, weap¬ 
ons, drugs and informa¬ 
tion, and how that affected 
Pakistani society when the 
war ended. Many with 
arms and training took up 
guerrilla training and even 
terrorism to earn money. 
Most of this activity can be 
traced to a small group of 
fanatics, Haque said, one 
of them being the man ul¬ 
timately accused and con¬ 
victed of the World Trade 
Center bombing in New 
York City. His extradition, 
plus the mildly liberal bent 
of Pakistan President 
Bhutto (the country’s first 
woman president), gener¬ 
ated extreme religious op¬ 
position and hatred. A 
“let’s teach them a lesson” 


mentality culminated in 
the embassy shootings. 

Against this back¬ 
ground stage, Haque said, 
“Some people are so rich 
that buying a $20 million 
mansion is no problem.” 
On the other hand, the rich 
don’t pay taxes (due to 
rampant corruption)—an 
injustice not lost on the 
miserably poor peasants 
who form the majority of 
the nation’s population. 
Haque stated that hate is 
building because of this, 
and that religious groups 
are exploiting the poor to 
gain power. “When you’re 
that poor, God is your only 
hope—in heaven you’ll be 
equal with the rich.” He 
likened the current situa¬ 
tion to Iran pre-Ayatollah 
Khomeinhi. Until this situ¬ 
ation is redressed, Haque 
predicts more terrorism. 
“Holy men” are deemed so 
in remote areas of Pakistan 


because they have memo¬ 
rized the Koran since 
childhood, despite their il¬ 
literacy and lack of school¬ 
ing. Peasants follow them 
in ignorance. Often they 
are taught by these “holy 
men” that dying in defense 
of the Islam will bring en¬ 
trance to heaven, but 
Haque disputed that. “The 
Koran forbids killing iimo- 
cent people. Everybody’s 
equal, and it says you must 
respect all religions.” He 
strongly emphasized the 
need for education. 

The wedding functions 
for Haque’s niece ex¬ 
tended over seven days. 
On the first day, there was 
a dinner/dance party with a 
disco and “liquor running 
like there was no tomor¬ 
row.” (Scotch sells for $80 
a bottle—a drink of Coca- 
Cola is considered a big 
deal.) Five hundred guests

He was planning to con¬ 
tinue on to China, but 
stayed. He later became 
the first mayor of Los An¬ 
geles (1851 -52) after Cali¬ 
fornia became a state, was

Halfway up the 
mountain they built a con¬ 
struction camp with a 
three-room cabin called 
“Halfway House,” stables, 
a blacksmith shop and 
chicken coop. It was a 
good camp, needed for the 
logging and work of bring¬ 
ing the rich stands of cedar 
and pine down from the 
mountain. One day, Wil¬ 
son and William McKee, 
his children’s tutor, de¬ 
cided to continue up the 
mountain to its mile-high 
summit. They were on 
horseback and with no 
trail, they fought the 
thorny chaparral and un-

GDV or Gastric dilatation-voivulus is an acute distension of 
the stomach with fluid, gas and/or food which is compli¬ 
cated by rotation of the stomach on its axis leading to 
occlusion of the esophagus and duodenal portals. It is a life- 
threatening condition that requires early medical Interven¬ 
tion. It occurs most commonly in deep-chested dogs (I.e. 
Great dane, German shepherd, Irish setter, Doberman, 
Collies, etc.). However, it can occur in any breed «id rarely 
In cats. The cause of GDV is unknown.

Haque is convinced that 
such situations ripen ha¬ 
tred that ultimately ex¬ 
plodes in violence. 

Bringing the specter of 
terrorism home to Okla¬ 
homa City, Haque urged 
clear thinking. ‘The Mus- 
lim community was 
blamed right away. It is 
amazing that people judge 
so quickly. The Muslim 
community here is very 
well educated—most were 
bom here. I have more in 
common with the U.S. 
than Pakistan. 

“We have to start think¬ 
ing that this nation is be¬ 
coming a multi-ethnic na¬ 
tion,” he concluded. “Be¬ 
fore we make any kind of 
judgment, think: terrorists 
are really a small group."
